The horses on the top of St, Mark’s 
are famous and have had a trying ex­ 
perience. They date back to the pre­ 
historic age and are supposed to be the 
work of a Greek artist named Lyssip- 
pus and designed for a sculptured char­ 
iot. They were taken to Rome during 
tin' empire and first used as ornaments 
upon a triumphal arch erected by Nero 
and afterward by Trajan. 
The Em­ 
peror Constantine took them 
from 
Rome to Constantinople, where the 
Doge Dandolo seized them as loot and 
brought them to Venice. When Napo­ 
leon entered the city in 1797, he had 
them taken down from the roof of the 
cathedral and shipped them in wagons 
over the Alps to I’aris. 
They served 
as ornaments upon the triumphal arch 
in the Place du Carrousel till 1815, 
when Emperor Francis I. of Austria 
redeemed them, and they were replac­ 
ed, at his expense, where they now 
stand. 
These ponderous animals are 
of pure copper, and each weighs about 
two tons. They were formerly gilded, 
but the gold has been worn off by the 
weather, and the verdigris which has 
accumulated upon the copper gives 
them a rich green t in t—William E. Cur­ 
tis in Chicago Herald.

The workingman in Germany must 
have coffee, and plenty of it, and a lit­ 
tle meat. 
Butter is practically un­ 
known to him, lard being used in its 
stead. 
He rarely uses milk, eggs or 
white flour, and he never thinks of 
buying any of the better cuts of meat. 
Canned goods, familiar to every Amer­ 
ican worker, are absolutely unknown 
to him. 
His staple food la rye bread, which 
he buys in enormous loaves. 
His wife 
or his little girl goes to market for this 
bread and brings it home clasped in 
her arms unwrapped 
I have seen a \ 
little tot of a towheaded girl stagger- I 
lug homeward with a loaf almost as 
big as she was, und as she walked she 
gnawed lustily at the flinty end of the I 
loaf. Indeed I have beard it said that 
the eating of this hard crusted bread 
gives the German workman teeth of 
unequaled excellence. 
And this bread is good, thoroughly 
good. 
The government, which super- ' 
vises everything and everybody, guards 
the rye bread of the people with Jeal­ 
ous care. 
The tinkers are watched, 
compelled to give full weight and make 
good bread.

dent of the United States ever im­ 
peached, aud on the trial before the 
senate he was acquitted, the vote in 
favor of conviction barely falling short 
of the necessary two-Thirds. 
Two resolutions of censure on the 
president have been passed, once by 
the senate and once by the house, on 
occasions when the hostile majority 
was not large enough either to pass 
measures over the president’s veto or 
to impeach him. 
The first was passed by the senate on 
March 28, 1834, censuring President 
Audrew Jackson for alleged violation 
of the constitution and laws by his re­ 
moval of the government deposits from 
the United States bank. The majority 
of the senate was opposed to Jackson 
in his war upon that bank, and this 
vote of censure was the only thing 
they clinid do about it. 
Jackson pro­ 
tested against this resolution as a 
charge to answer which no opportunity 
could be afforded him. 
The senate re­ 
fused to receive the protest. 
Finally, 
on Jan. IG, 1837, the resolution of cen­ 
sure was expunged from the journal 
of the senate. 
The second resolution of censure was 
in a report adopted by the house from 
the house committee to which Presi­ 
dent John Tyler’s message vetoing the 
tariff bill cf 1842 uad been referred. 
This report censured the president for 
alleged improper use of the veto power. 
Tyler protested against this, as Jack­ 
son had done before him, but he had, 
as a member of the senate, voted 
against receiving Jackson’s 
protest, 
and In answer to his protest the house 
sent him a copy of the senate resolu­ 
tion on the former occasion.

feet high above the sea level. 
It was 
in the gulf stream, traveling slowly 
and with occasional undulations to 
show’ where the ground swell was 
working beneath it. 
Probably it got 
away from Its river anchorage in the 
spring of the year, for toward the lat­ 
ter part of July it had reached the lat­ 
itude of Wilmington, Del. 
No large animal life had been seen 
on it. though there must have been 
myriads of the small creeping things 
which abound in the tropics. 
By the 
end of August it had passed Cape Cod 
and waB veering toward the Grand 
banks. 
It followed the steamer lane 
routes quite accurately, and several 
vessels reported it. 
One month later 
it was in midocean northwest of the 
Azores, and its voyage evidently was 
beginning to tell on it. 
It w’as much 
smaller and less compact. 
It was not 
seen again, and probably it met de­ 
struction in the October gales. 
But it 
had traveled at least 1,000 miles, and 
if, as was thought, it came from the 
Orinoco, it must have covered twice 
that distance. 
It is quite possible that floating is­ 
lands larger than this one, under more 
favoring circumstances, might during 
past ages have made the complete jour­ 
ney from America to Europe or Africa 
and so brought about a distribution of 
animal species. Of course it is not ab­ 
solutely certain that this island went 
to pieces in October. It might, though 
this is not probable, have floated down 
into the region of calms and seaweed, 
where it would be longer preserved.— 
Theodore Waters in Aluslee’s.

They were all men of democratic 
Instincts who could never have offended 
the m ost jealous advocates of equality, 
They were of kindly and generous nature, 
to whom wrong or injustice w as Impossi­ 
ble; of moderate fortune, whose slender 
monns nobody could envy. 
They were

th at drew him irresistibly into public life. 
He had from th■> beginning a rem arkable

V ast as w ere the

He had an extraordinary 
power of m arshaling and presenting sig­ 
nificant facts so as to bring conviction 
to the average mind.

read his mem ory held like brass. 
Those 
who knew him well in those early days 
can never forget the consum m ate skill 
and pow er w ith which he would select a 
few pointed facts and, blow upon blow, 
would ham m er them into the attention of 


and 'popiTTarl’ty. 'th e y '"brere sTi?>porte3” Fy 
pow erful com binations, but th e nom ina­ 
tion of M cKinley as against th e field w as 
inevitable.

the delegations, which cam e from every 
p art of the country to greet him, In a se­ 
ries of speeches so strong, so varied, so 
pertinent, so full of facts briefly set forth, 
of theories embodied in a single phrase, 
th a t they form ed the hourly tex t for the 
other speakers of his p arty and give prob­ 
ably the m ost convincing proof we have 
of his surprising fertility of resource and 
flexibility of mind. 
All this wras done 
w ithout anxiety or strain. I rem em ber a 
day I spent with him during th a t busy 
sum m er. He had m ade nineteen speeches 
the day before; th at day he m ade m any.

W hat a world of Insoluble problems 
such an event excites in the mind! 
Not 
m erely In Its personal, b ut in Its public 
aspects, it presents a paradox not to be 
comprehended. 
U nder a system of gov­ 
ernm ent so free and so im partial th at we 
recognize Its existence only by its benefac­ 
tions; under a social order so purely dem ­ 
ocratic that classes can n o t exist In It, a f­ 
fording opportunities so universal that 
even conditions are as changing as the 
winds, wher*1 the laborer of today is the

B ut In TSCO th 
into the valley of decision. 
The question 
which had been debated on thousands of 
platform s, which had been discussed in 
countless publications, which, thundered 
from innum erable pulpits, had caused in 
their congregations the bitter strife and 
dissension lo which only cases of con­ 
science can give rise, w as everyw here 
pressing for solution. And not m erely in 
the various channels of publicity was it 
alive and clamorous. 
A bout every fire­ 
side In the land, in the conversation of 
friends and neighbors and. deeper still, in 
the seer* t of millions of hum an hearts the 
b attle of opinion was waging, and all men 
felt and saw, with more or less ch arness, 
th at an answ er to the im portunate ques­ 
tion, SUall the nation live? w as due and 
not to bt denied.

flag In the clear sky drew tears from the 
ej es of young men. 
Patriotism , which 
had been a rhetorical expression, became 
a passionate emotion, in which instinct, 
logic and feeling were fused. 
The coun­ 
try w as w orth saving. 
It could be saved 
| only by fire. 
No sacrifice w as too great. 
T he young men of the country w ere ready 


the nail into the head of the C anaanite 
captain. H e was not often impassioned. 
He rarely resorted to the ald of w it or 
hum or, yet I never saw his equal In con­ 
trolling and convincing a popular audi­ 
ence by cheer appeal to th eir reason and 
intelligence. 
Ile did not flatter or cajole 
them , but there wras an implied compli­ 
m ent in the serious and sober tone in 
which he addressed them . H e seemed one 
of them ; in h eart and feeling he w as one 
of them. 
E ach artisan in a g reat crowd 
m ight say, T hat Is the sort of m an I 
would like to be and under m ore favoring 
circum stances m ight have been. 
H e had 
tho divine gift of sym pathy which, though 
given only to the elect, m akes all men 
their friends. 
H IS 
P O L IT IC A L C A R E E R . 
So It cam e naturally about th a t In 1876, 
the beginning of the second century of j 
the republic, he began by an election to 
congress his political career. 
T hereafter 
for fourteen years this cham ber w as his 
home. 
I use the word advisedly. 
No­ 
w here in the world w as he so in harm ony 
w ith his environm ent as here. 
Nowhere 
else did his mind work w ith such full con­ 
sciousness of its powers. 
The a ir of de­ 
bate w as native to him. 
H ere he drank 
delight of battle w ith his peers. 
In after 
days when he drove by this stately pile 
or w hen on ra re occasions his duty called 
him here he greeted his old haunts w ith 
the affectionate zest of a child of the 
house. 
D uring all the last ten years of 
his life, lilied as they w ere w ith activity 
and glory, he never ceased to be home­ 
sick for this hall. 
W hen he cam e to the 
presidency, there w as not a day when 
his congressional service w as not of use 
to him. 
Probably no other president has 
been in such full and cordial communion 
w ith congress, if we m ay except Lincoln 
alone. M cKinley knew the legislative body 
thoroughly, its composition, its methods, 
its habits of thought. 
He had the pro­ 
foundest respect for its au th o rity and an 
inflexible belief in the ultim ate rectitude 
of its purposes. 
Our history show s how 
surely an executive courts disaster and 
ruin by assum ing an a ttitu d e of hostility 
or d istru st to the legislature, and, on the 
other hand, M cKinley’s frank and sincere 
tru st and confidence in congress were re­ 
paid by prom pt and loyal support and co­ 
operation. D uring his entire term of office 
th is m utual tru st and regard, so essential 
to the public welfare, w ere never shadow ­ 
ed by a single cloud. 
He w as a Republican. 
He could not be 
anything else. 
A Union soldier grafted 
upon a ( lay Whig, he necessarily believ­ 
ed In the "A m erican system ”—In protec­ 
tion to home industries: in a strong, ag­ 
gressive nationality; in a liberal construc­ 
tion of the constitution. 
W hat any self 
reliant nation m ight rightly do he felt this 
nation had power to do, if required by the 
common w elfare and not prohibited by 
our w ritten charter. 


e rat who had earned the proud title of 
for the sacrifice. 
Como weal, come woe, 
the Liberator, th at enlightened and m ag- i they w ere ready. 
nanim ous

whom

M ’K IN L E Y T H E S O L D IE R . 
A t seventeen years of age W illiam Mc­ 
K inley heard this sum m ons of his coun­ 
try. 
Ile was the sort of youth to whom a 
m ilitary life In ordinary tim es would pos­ 
sess no attractions. 
H is n a tu re w as far 
different from th a t of the ordinary sol­ 
dier 
H e had other dream s of life, its 
prizes and pleasures, than th a t of m arches 
and battles. 
B ut to his m ind there w as 
lift choice or question. 
The banner float­ 
ing In the m orning breeze w as the oeck- 
onlng gesture of his country. 
The thrill­ 
ing notes of the trum pet called him—him 
and none other—into the ranks. 
His por­ 
trait in his first uniform is fam iliar to 
you all—the short, stocky figure; the quiet, 
thoughtful face; the1 deep, dark eyes. 
It 
Is the face of a lad who could not stay 
a t home when he thought he w as needed 
in the field. He w as of the stuff of which 
good soldiers are made. 
H ad he been ten 
years older he would have entered a t the 
head of a com pany and come out a t the 
head of a division. 
But he did w hat he 
could. 
H e enlisted as a private. 
He 
learned to obey. 
His serious, sensible 
w ays, his prom pt, ale rt efficiency, soon a t­ 
tracted the atten tio n of his superiors. Ile 
w as so faithful In little things they gave 
him m ore and m ore to do. 
Ile w as u n tir­ 
ing in cam p and on the m arch, sw ift, cool 
and fearless in fight. 
H e left the arm y 
w ith field rank when the w ar ended, bre­ 
vetted by President Lincoln for gallantry 
in battle. 
In coming years when men seek to draw 
the m oral of our great civil w ar nothing 
will seem to them so adm irable In all the 
history of our two m agnificent arm ies as 
the w ay In which the w ar cam e to a close. 
W hen the Confederate arm y saw the time 
had come, it acknowledged the pitiless 
logic of facts and ceased lighting. W hen 
the arm y of the Uqion saw it w as no lon­ 
ger needed, without a m urm ur or ques­ 
tion. m aking no term s, asking no return. 
in the flush of victory and fullness of 
m ight it laid down Its arm s and melted 
back Into the rn ass of peaceful citizens. 
T here is no event since the nation was 
born which has so proved its solid ca­ 
pacity for self governm ent. 
Both sec­ 
tions share equally in th at crow n of glory. 
They had held a debate of incom parable 
im portance and had fought it out w ith 
equal energy. 
A conclusion 
had been 
reached, and it Is to the everlasting honor 
of both skiey th at they each knew when 
Hie w ar was over and the hour of a last­ 
ing peace had struck. W e m ay adm ire the 
desperate daring of others who prefer an­

IN 
C O N G R E S S . 
Follow ing the natural bent of his mind, 
he devoted himself to questions of finance 
and revenue, to the essentials of the n a­ 
tional housekeeping. 
He took high rank 
in the house from the beginning. 
His 
readiness in debate, his m astery of every 
subject he handled, the bright and am i­ 
able light he shed about him and, above 
all, the unfailing courtesy and good will 
w ith which he treated friend and foe alike 
—one of the surest signatures of a nature 
born to great destinies—m ade his service 
in the house a pathw ay of unbroken suc­ 
cess and brought him at last to the all im­ 
p ortant post of chairm an of w ays and 
m eans and leader of the m ajority. Of the 
fam ous revenue act which in th at ca­ 
pacity he fram ed and carried through con- I 
gross it is not my purpose lu re and now 
to speak. The em bers of the controversy 
in the m idst of which th at law had its 
troubled being are yet too w arm to be 
handled on a day .lik e this. 
I m ay only 
say th at it was never sufficiently tested 
to prove the praises of Its friends or the 
criticism of its opponents. 
A fter a brief 
existence it passed aw ay, for a time, in 
the storm th at swept the Republicans out 
of power. 
M cKinley also passed through 
a brief zone of shadow, his congressional 
district having been rearranged for th at 
purpose by a hostile legislature. 
Some one has suid it Is easy to love our 
enem ies; they help us so m uch more th an 
our friends. 
The people whose m alevo­ 
lent skill had turned M cKinley out of 
congress deserved well of him and of the 
republic. 
Never was Nem esis more sw ift 
and energetic. 
The R epublicans of Ohio 
w ere saved the trouble of choosing a gov­ 
ernor; the other side had chosen one for 
them . 
A year after M cKinley left con­ 
gress he w as made governor of Ohio, and 
two years later he w as re-elected, each 
time by m ajorities unhoped for and over­ 
whelming. 
lie came to fill a space in the 
public eye which obscured a g reat portion 
of tho field of vision. In two national con­ 
ventions the presidency seemed w ithin his 
roach, but he had gone there in the In­ 
terest of others, and his honor forbade 
any dalliance with tem ptation. 
So his 
nay w as nay, delivered w ith a tone and 
gesture there was no denying. 
His hour 
w as not yet come. 
T H E P A T H TO T H E W H IT E H O U S E . 
T here was, however, no long delay. He 
becam e from year to y ear the m ost prom ­ 
inent politician and o rato r in the coun­ 


try. 
Passionately devoted to the princi­ 
ples of his party, he wras alw ays ready to 
do anything, to go anyw here, to proclaim 
its ideas and to support its candidates. 
H is face and his voice becam e fam iliar to 


m an of Mss serene and tranquil self con 
Adance. 
There had been a sta te of pro­ 
found com m ercial and industrial depres­ 
sion, from which his friends had said his 
election would relievo the country. 
Our 
relations w ith the outside world left m uch 
to be desired. 
The feeling betw een the 
northern and southern sections of the 
Union w as lacking in the cordiality which 
w as necessary to the w elfare of both. 
H aw aii had asked for annexation and 
had been rejected by the preceding ad ­ 
m inistration. There w as a sta te of things 
in the C aribbean which could not perm a­ 
nently endure. Our neighbor’s house w as 
on fire. and there wen* grave doubts as to 
our rights and duties in the prem ises. 
A 
m an either w eak or rash, either irresolute 
or headstrong, m ight have brought ruin 
on him self and incalculable harm to the 
country. 
Again I crave the pardon of those who 
differ w ith m e if, against all my Inten­ 
tions, I happen to say a word w hich m ay 
seem to them unbefitting th e place and 
hour. 
B ut I am here to give the opinion 
which his friends entertained of President 
M cKinley, of course claim ing no im m uni­ 
ty from criticism in w hat I shall say. 
I 
believe, then, th a t the verdict of history 
will be th a t he m et all thes 
grave ques­ 
tions w ith perfect valor and incom parable 
ability; th a t in grappling w ith them he 
rose to the full height of a g reat occasion 
in a m anner which redounded to the la s t­ 
ing benefit of the country and to his own 
Im m ortal honor. 
The least desirable form of glory to a 
m an of his habitual mood and tem per, 
th a t of successful w ar, w as nevertheless 
conferred 
upon him 
by uncontrollable 
events. 
H e felt it m ust come. 
He de­ 
plored Its necessity. 
H e strained alm ost 
to breaking his relations w ith his friends 
In order, first, to prevent and then to 
postpone it to the latest possible moment. 
B ut w hen the die w as cast he labored 
w ith the utm ost energy and ardor and 
w ith an intelligence In m ilitary m atters 
which showed how m uch of the soldier 
still survived in the m ature statesm an to 
push forw ard the w ar to a decisive close. 
W ar w as an anguish to him. 
He w anted 
it short and conclusive. 
H is m erciful 
real com m unicated itself to his subordi­ 
nates. and the wrnr, so long dreaded, 
whose consequences w ere so m omentous, 
ended in a hundred days.

Europe know s th at we cherish no 
dream s but those of worldwide commerce, 
the benefit of which shall be to all na­ 
tions. 
The state is augm ented, but It 
threatens no nation under heaven. 
Aa to 
those regions which have come under the 
shadow of our flag, the possibility of their 
being dam aged by such a change of cir­ 
cum stances was in the view of McKinley 
a thing unthinkable. 
To believe th at we 
could not adm inister them to their ad­ 
vantage w as to tu rn Infidel to our Am eri­ 
can faith of more th an a hundred years.

In dealing w ith foreign pow ers he will 
take rank with the g reatest of our diplo­ 
m atists. 
It was a world of which he had 
little special knowledge before coming to 
the presidency, but his m arvelous ad ap ta­ 
bility was in nothing more rem arkable 
th an in the firm grasp he im m ediately dis­ 
played in International relations. 
In pre­ 
paring for w ar and in the restoration of 
peace he was alike adroit, courteous and 
farsighted. 
W hen a sudden emergency 
declared itself, as in China, in a sta te of 
things of which our history furnished no 
precedent and international law no safe 
and certain precept, he hesitated not a 
m oment to take the course m arked out 
for him by considerations of hum anity 
and the national interests. 
Even while 
the legations were fighting for (heir lives 
against bands of infuriated fanatics he 
decided th at we w ere a t peace w ith China, 
and while th at conclusion did not hinder 
him from taking the m ost energetic m eas­ 
ures to rescue our imperiled citizens it 
enabled him to m aintain close and frlend- 


ln operation, 
n il mrasTTiea T w ponc^a to 
the new stim ulus, and A m erican trad e set 
out on its new' crusade not to conquer the 
world, but to trade w ith it on term s ad­ 
vantageous to ail concerned. 
I will not 
w eary you w ith statistics, but one or two 
words seem necessary to show how the 
acts of M cKinley as president kept pace 
w ith his professions as candidate. 
His 
four years of adm inistration w ere costly. 
W e carried on a w ar which, though brief, 
w as expensive. 
A lthough we borrowed 
two hundred millions and paid our own 
expenses, w ithout asking for Indemnity, 
the effective reduction of the debt now 
exceeds the total of the w ar bonds. 
We 
pay six m illions less in Interest than we 
did before the war, and no bond of the 
United S tates yields the holder 2 per cent 
on Its m arket value. 
So m uch for the 
governm ent credit. 
And we have five 
hundred and forty-six millions of gross 
gold In the treasury. 
D E V E L O P M E N T 
O F T R A D E . 
But. coming to the developm ent of our 
trade In the four M cKinley years, we 
seem to be entering the realm of fable. In 
the last fiscal year our excess of exports 
over Im ports w as $('*61,592 >*26. 
In the last 
four years It was $2,354,442,213. 
These fig­ 
ures are so stupendous th a t they m ean 
little to a careless reader. 
B ut consider! 
The excess of exports over im ports for the 
whole preceding period from 1790 to 1897— 
from W ashington to M cKinley—w as only 
3356,808,822. 
The m ost extravagant prom ises m ade 
by the sanguine McKinley advocates five 
years ago are left out of sight by these 
sober facts. The "debtor nation" has be­ 
come the chief creditor nation. The finan­ 
cial center of the world, which required 
thousands of years to journey from the 
E uphrates to the Tham es and the 8eino, 
seems passing to the H udson between 
daybreak at**! dark. 
I will not w aste your tim e by explaining 
th a t I do not Invoke for any m an the 
credit of this vast result. 
The captain 
cannot claim th a t It Is he who drives the 
m ighty steam ship over the tum bling bil­ 
lows of the trackless deep, but praise Is 
ju stly due him if he has m ade the best of 
her trem endous powers, lf he has read 
arig h t the currents of the sea and the 
lessons of the stars, and we should be un­ 
grateful if in this hour of prodigious pros- j

foresaw it, w ith Indom itable courage la­ 
bored for It, put his whole heart and mind 
into the w ork of bringing it about, th at 
it w’as his voice which.

Among the m ost agreeable Incidents of 
the president's term of office were the 
two journeys he m ade to the south. The 
m oral reunion of the sections, so long 
and so ardently desired by him, had been 
initiated by the Spanish war, when the 
veterans of both sides and their sons had 
m arched shoulder to shoulder together 
under the sam e banner. The president in 
these journeys sought, w ith m ore than 
usual eloquence and pathos, to create a 
sentim ent which should end forever the 
ancient feud. He was too good a politician 
to expect any results in the way of votes 
in bi.-? favor, and he accomplished none. 
B ut for all th a t the good seed did not fall 
on barren ground. 
In the warm and 
chivalrous h e arts of th at generous people 
the echo of his cordial and brotherly 
words will linger long, and his nam e w ill 
be cherished in m any a household where 
even yet the lost cause is worshiped. 
Mr. M cKinley was re-elected by an over­ 
w helm ing m ajority. There had been little 
doubt of the result am ong well Informed 
people, but w hen it w as know n a pro­ 
found feeding of relief and renew al of 
tru st w ere evident am ong th*1 leaders of 
capital and of Industry not only in this 
country, hut everywhere. They felt th a t 
the im m ediate future was secure and that 
trade and commerce m ight safely push 
forw ard In every field of effort and enter­ 
prise 
II** inspired universal confidence, 
which is the lifeblood of the comm ercial 
system of the world. 
It began frequently 
to be said th at such a state of things 
ought to continue. One after another, men 
of prominent'*1 said th a t the president was 
his own best successor. He paid little a t­ 
tention to these suggestions until they 
were repeated by some of his nearest 
friends. 
Then he saw th at one of the 
m ost cherished traditions of our public 
life was in danger.
